a decidedly wintry chill. And then comes the mud season, the 
dread of all rural New Englanders', though this is not so bad' 
how. as it was in the days before the roads were improved as 
they have been in recent years. It is a remote and unprogres- 
sive region'that is'how''"mud bound" for a considerable part then:
